lour  of  Hussia  as  conductor  of  the  choir 
of  the  I’etrograd  conservatory  of  Music 
and  that  gained  a  national  reputation, 
particularly  for  his  original  ideas  in 
scoring  for  choral  bodies.  Tn  1012  ho 
to(d<  tlie  position  as  choir  conductor  at 
the  Hussiau  Cathedral  of  Oeneva,  Swit¬ 
zerland,  and  soon  thereafter  ho  became 
clioir  conductor  of  the  liussiau  Cathed¬ 
ral  in  Baris,  it  was  at  this  period,  of  his 
life  that  he  organized  his  first  Russian 
Symplionic  Choir,  so  called  because  ho 
built  it  on  the  same  linos  as  a  symph¬ 
ony  orc'liestra.  lie  began  to  tour  Europe 
ami  in  a  short  time  was  recognized  by 
the  European  press  as  one  of  the  most 
acconiplishcd  choral  conductors  before 
the  jiublic.

In  its  first  tour  of  the  United  States 
the  choir  lirought  fortli  unstinted  praise 
from  music  critics  evorywhoro.  The 
Pittsburg  Sun  declared  that,  “It  was 
as  perfect  singing  as  wo  hope  to  liear, ’’ 
and  the  Boston  Transcript  described  the 
“singing  of  bust  evening,  at  times,  as 
almost  beyond  belief.” 

A  feature  of  file  appeal  of  this 
unitpie  organization  is  its  external  ap¬ 
pearance,  since  the  members  wear  a 
picturesque  Russian  costume.  Tlioir  rep¬ 
ertory  is  extensive  and  each  program 
spans  a  wide  variety  of  music  from  the 
rich  clioral  music  of  the  cliurch,  through 
the  classic  and  romantic  periods  and  to 
folk  songs  of  Russia  and  related  Slavic 
natinns. 

Baring  its  first  slihrt  tour  last  sea¬ 
son  the  Russian  Choir  appeared  in  the

“.Statistics  show  that  a  majority  of

They'are  permitted  I 
to  have  their  own  way  without  restraint , 
and  when  tiiey  grow  up  they  resort  to  | 
something  that  is  wrong,”  was  the 
statement  made  by  Judge  Dawson  in 
an  address  on  “The  Problem  of  Crime” 
to  the  Social  Science  Club  Thursday  ov- 
oiling. 

The  club  held  its  regular  mooting  in 
the  recreation  room  at  the  College.  In 
addition  to  tlio  mombors  and  faculty 
sponsors  several  visitors  wore  present',  i 
The  pro.sident  of  the  club,  David  Niclio- 1 
las  presided  and  the  regular  business 
mooting  was  held. 

After  the  business  meotiug  Judge  i 
Dawson  addressed  the  Club  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of,  “Crime.”  lie  osiiocially  em¬ 
phasized  the  f.act  that  many  of  the 
crimes  of  the  country  are  committed  by 


and  made 


the  youths  of  tlie  country 
the  following  statements:  | 

“The  boys  and  girls  who  are  reared 
at  homo  and  wlio  are  compelled  to  ^lo  ' 
witluiut-a  few  of  the  things  tlie.v  want, ; 
but  really  do  not  need,  and.  are  taught 
to  respect  the  law,  are  the  kind  who 
always  make  useful  citizens  and  accom¬ 
plish  the  great  things  tliat  are  accom¬ 
plished  in  American  life.  The  boys  and 
girls  who  work  for  themselves  are  the 
ones  who  respect  the  law;  who  fool 
that  it  is  a  glorious  thing  to  live  in  a 
country'  whore  there  is  law. 

“Luxury,  idleness,,  and  lack  of  re¬ 
straint  arc  working  great  havoc  on  the  i 
future  of  this  country  ,  and  unless  a: 
halt  is  called  soon  no  one  can  tell  how  | 
long'  tlie  country’  will  survive.  Those  of . 
us  who  have  rend  Roman  history  are  j 
appalled  when  wp  consider  conditions  j 
in  Romo  just  before  its  fall  are  condi¬ 
tions- in  this  country  today.” 

Lack  of  homo  control,  parents  allow¬ 
ing  their  children  to  choose  their  own 
companions,  and  the  mad  race  of  the 
wliolo  country  to  get  away  from  the 
law  and  amass  great  fortunes  wore  giv¬ 
en  by'  iludgo  Dawson  as  throe  of  the 
reasons  for  y’outhful  crimes. 

Judge  Dawson  censurod  the  pool 
hall,  the  typo  of  pictures  ordinarily 
shown  by  tlio  theatres,  prize  fights,  and

This  idea  is  carried  out  in  a  groat 
m.'iiiy  colleges  and  universities  and  was 
formulated  recently  in  this  school  by 
active  members  of  the  “:M”  Club  in  an 
effort  to  got  in  toucli  with  the  letter 
men  now  out  of  school  and  to  keep  them 
in  touch  with  one  another.  It  is  the 
earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  every’ 
member  of  the  club  now  in  school  to 
locate  all  the  “M”  men,  find  out  what 
they  arc  doing  and  arrange  to  hear 
from  them  every’  year.  It  is  their  desire 
to  know  what  these  men  .arc  doing  and 
to  keep  them  in  touch  with  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  club.  Every  man  that  has 
won  his  letter  in  any  branch  of  ath¬ 
letics  ill  this  school,  whether  in  IflflS 
or  192.1  is  entitled  to  this  membership 
card  and  can  got  it  by  writing  to  the 
the  secretary  of  the  club. 

In  further  interest  of  the  “M”  men, 
the  club  has  a  large  number  of  certifi¬ 
cates  that  servo  to  certify  that  a  letter 
or  letters  have  boon  awarded  in  some 
branch  of  athletics,  and  are  being  pre¬ 
sented  to  men  as  they  are  graduated,  or 
leave  school,  and  to  any’  member  of  the 
club  now  out  of  school.  These  certifi¬ 
cates  can  be  secured  also  by  writing  to 
the  soeretary’  of  the  club.

in  S.  T.  O.  as  presented  li.v  pictures  on 
the  wall.  Any’  man  holding  a  letter 
awarded  bv  this  school  in  any'  branch 
of  athletics  is  always  lieartily’  welcom¬ 
ed  to  visit  this  room  and  lielii  boost  the 
activities  of  the  club.

The 
difference  between  a  pauper  and.  Edi¬ 
son  is  the  way’  ho  spends  his  time.  You 
are  not  spendthrifts  of  time  and  money 
or  you  would  not  be  here  in  College. 
There  are  hours  of  study  you  can  put 
in  that  will  nut  you  more  than  .$10  an 
hour. 

“There  arc  108  hours  in  a  week.  Not 
more  thai^Ig_J«Mffi  .arO  spent  in  actual 
college  wonki-J^o  .wiiy  y’ou  use  the  other 
HI!?’  hours  will  determine  what  your  life 
is  going  to  bo  and  wliat  your  Contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  .world  will  bo.” 

Mr.  Musgrove  urged  a  regular  sched¬ 
ule  so  time  would  not  bo  lost.  He  advo¬ 
cated  8  hours  for  work,  8  hours  for 
.deep,  3  hours  for  meals,  1  hour  for 
■ecreation  and  4  hours  for  study  and 
self-improvement  as  a  regular  daily’ 
schedule. 

Ill  closing  he  asked,  “What  is  your 
purpose?  What  are  the  difficulties  in 
the  way’  of  accomplishing '  your  pur¬ 
pose?  What  facilities  can  you  use  in 
overcoming  your  difficulties?

Last  Friday  wo  passed  a 
French  transport  carrying  troops  to 
iM  ourcco. 

We  exiiect  tn  stop  at  Aloxaadrin  and 
.laffa  (.loppa),  arriving  la  Beirut  ou 
September  22 — only’  a  few  moro  day’s. 


The  Bearcats  were  ag.'iin  victorious 
when  they  overwhelmingly  defeated 
the  Omaha  University  eleven  33  to  0  on 
the  local  gridirim  last  Friday.
